The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to 
independent claim 1, the closest prior art of Baur alone or in combination with other 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the invention as claimed in independent claim 1 . 
In particular the key distinction between the closest prior art and the claimed invention is 
that the closest prior art does not rely upon computing measurements within images 
and using said measurements to make comparisons between animals, or the same 
animal in different points in time, using said measurements to compute a score which 
specifies how the particular animal conforms to some ideal, combining the scores with 
the comparisons set in order to use the score to rank the animals in percentile fashion, 
in combination with other elements of independent claim 1 .
